“With a ^mnasiiun. training can he 
kept ^p under all conditions. Bad . 
weather and othe^ handu^s dO not in- 
terfere. This brings abqut a decided 
advantage. Also a teaih may get an 
early start, as for example, the base- 
ball team. / 

“Another important factor indirectly 
connected with the gymnasium^ is the 
selection of men for athletics. Many 
students try out for the big teams while 
not physically strong for such strenu- 
ous work. The director of the gym- 
nasium being in contact with the stu- 
dents can by his examination pass or 
limit the candidates for college teams 
to those who hare shown themselves 
qualified to engage in strenuous exer- 
cise. 

As important as the gymnasium is to 
a college, it would be a step in our 
advancement in many respects that, 
should new buildings be erected, pro- 
visions of some sort be made for a 
gym. I am interested in the movement 
for a gymnasium and would lend vsf 
support in any way 1 can.

Last winter the bas- 
ketball tekm wias allowed the use of ther 
Y. M. C. 'A. floor three evenings a w’eck, 
from 7 to 8 o'clock.' This was the only 
time that could be secured. With classes 
ending at 7 o’clock, it was impossible 
for the team to be on the floor before 
7,15 or. 7.30, thus giving never more 
than three-quarters of an hour of actual 
playing time. Insufficient practice, cou- 
pled with the fact that outside men were 
invariably on the floor interfering with 
the work, was fatal to the chances ^or 
a successful team. A team’s morale is 
never strci^thened by absence of root- 
ers at the games, and who shall say 
that, with a fine, new gymnasium in 
which to play the games the team would 
l^ck for supporters?

4. An active campaign among the citi- 
zens of Washington would bring thou- 
sands of dollars, I believe. If any one 
thing is needed among the Trustcees, 
Alumni and students, it is concerted 
action, with one object in view — the 
George Washington University Gym- 
nasium. 

5. I am ready to do anything within 
my power to make possible a new gym- 
nasium.
